WHO IS 
BRUNO TRAVEN? 


Noted novelist plays hide-and-seek with his public 
by WILLIAM W. JOHNSON 


Several years ago a beautiful young Mexican movie actress named 
Lupita Tovar carried on a strange correspondence with one of her 
fans. Although well accustomed to fan mail, these letters intrigued 
her. They were from B, Traven, a mysterious novelist who shuns 
publicity as avidly as most novelists seek it. As the correspondence 
wenton, Lupita became more and more curious and at last she wrote 
hima note through his agent, She was going to Acapulco, the tropical 
Mexican seaside resort, for a holiday. Wouldn’t he meet her there? 

In Acapulco, Lupita received a note from Traven asking her to 
meet him at Caleta Beach the following afternoon, specifying that 
she must come alone. She kept the tryst but went accompanied by 
a carload of friends, The frien t in the car and watched and 
waited while Lupita, her white beach robe flying, paced up and 
down under the palms. After a time she became impatient and left. 

The next day she returned to the beach at the same time, but 
still no Traven, Traven, it was later discovered, had kept the ap- 
pointment on the first day but had spent his time swimming in the 
surf, admiring her from afar. The friends, or so he said later, had 
frightened him away, and he had returned to the remote fishing 
village where he was living at the time. 

This is about as close as anyone knowingly has come to Traven. 
People are always just missing him or deciding afterward that they 
have seen him. 

Traven’s best-known books are The Death Ship, The Treasure of 
the Sierra Madre and The Bridge in the Jungle. Together they have 
sold millions of copies in a dozen languages; nevertheless Traven is 
a poor man. During the war he received almost nothing from Eu- 
rope and his last royalty check from the U.S., where his books have 
never had nearly the acclaim they have had elsewhere, was for ex- 
actly $28, Because of his seclusion he has bes tural victim of 
literary piracy, particularly in Mexico and Argentina. 

A Mexico City editor who was partially responsible for one of 
the many pirated editions of Traven’s books was one day confront- 
ed in his office by a tall stranger in a raincoat and slot hat. The 
stranger stared at him for a moment, then turned and left without 
saying a word. The editor, perhaps prompted by a guilty con- 
nce, decided later that it must have been Traven. 

‘Two men from Hollywood, commissioned by a movie company 
to negotiate f en’s services as a writer, spent weeks in Mex- 
ico City looking for him. After they had given up and returned to 
Hollywood, the movie company received a letter from Trayen. It 
said, in effect, “If you via to do business with me, do me the 
courtesy of sending intelligent representatives. I was with your 
men on three different occasions and they never suspected it.” 

The paradox of a writer who refuses, through his dislike of pub- 
licity, to take advantage of his fame has puzzled writers the world 
over, most of whom have no hesitancy in telling the world. The 
literary world has created a vast body of legend to explain the 
peculiarities of B. Traven. 

It has been suggested that he is a leper and must avoid society; 
that he is a criminal fleeing from justice; that he is a Stalinist spy, 
an anarchist, a Trotskyite plotter; that he is not one writer but 
several masquerading under one pseudonym; that he is a womans 
that he is an American Negro embittered by persecution; that he is 
a German, an Austrian, a Dutchman, a Scandinavian, a Mexican; 
that he is one of a number of missing persons, ranging from Am- 
brose Bierce to Judge Crater. Dr. Alfonso Dampf, a scientist and 
explorer, thinks that he is a man called Traven Torsvan, who ac-

companied one of Damp{’s ex- 
peditions into the Mexican jun- 
gle as a photographer in 1926. 
At any rate Traven wrote a 
book about the territory cov- 
ered by the expedition. 


Traven has put a few facts 
concerning himself on the re- 
cord. One of these is that he 
was born in the U.S. Middle 
West. In 1941 he said that his 
age was 40, which would make 
him 45 or 46 at present. He 
has also said that in his life. 
time he has had exactly 26 
days of schooling, that he was 
on his own from the time he 
was 7, that at the age of 12 he 
deserted a Dutch ship on which 
he had worked as a cabin 
boy, went “on the beach” 
in Mexico, where he became 
an electrician’s helper and 
where he spent most of the 
remainder of his life, inter- 
rupted only by occasional voy- 
ages as a merchant seaman, All 
of his friends, he says, are Mex- 
ican, and none of them sus- 
pects that he is a writer. 

Periodically Mexican news- 

papers and magazines stage a 
‘Traven hunt. It is one of the 
journalistic profession’s best 
rainy-day subjects. To date all 
th efforts lave failed. 
t July Esto, a Mexico 
y magazine, printed a pic- 
ture of Chano Urueta, a movie 
director whom it identified as 
Traven. Some time later Tiem- 
po, a Mexican news maga- 
zine,.published the picture of 
another ‘‘Traven”—a pipe- 
smoking character with glasses 
and a long forelock. Dozens of 
friends immediately identified 
it as Frank Tannenbaum, pro- 
fessor of Latin-American his- 
tory at Columbia University, 
who has spent much time in 
Mexico. 

Wherever Traven is, these 
efforts must afford him amuse- 
ment and, to a certain extent, 
puzzlement as well. “Of an 
artist or writer,” he once

wrote, “one should never ask 
an autobiography, because he 
is bound to lie. . . . If a writer, 
who he is and what he is, can- 
not be recognized by his work, 
either his books aré worthless, 
or he himself is.” 

Despite Traven’s insistent 
obscurity, the search goes on, 
and sooner or later it leads to 
the door of Esperanza Lépez 
Mateos, an attractive blond 
Mexican who for the past 
seven years has been Traven’s 
agent in Mexico and official 
translator (Traven writes in 
English) into Spanish. She 
corresponds with him directly 
and sees him in person, either 
in outlying parts of Mexico or 
in Mexico City itself, where 
Traven occasionally comes to 
buy supplies, to see a doctor, 
to eet through bookstores, 
attend concerts or merely min- 
gle with people on the street. 

Since Sefiorita Lépez Mateos 
is obviously a literary person 
and since she isan adventurous 
person well acquainted with 
the remote, dangerous parts of 
Mexico, it has only been nat- 
ural that she herself is suspect- 
ed of being Traven. Seiiorita 
Lépez Mateos of course denies 
this. ‘She points out that some 
of Traven’s books were written. 
20 years ago when she was a 
very young girl, and that fur- 
thermore Traven’s work is dis- 
tinctly unfeminine. “Traven,” 
she will say, “does not attempt 
tosuggest reformsnor to elabo- 
rate theories; he confines him- 
self to telling that which he 
sees and that which he lives, 
because in this he finds pleas- 
ure and, sometimes, money

THE GREEN CURTAIN 


A SALES OPPORTUNITY FOR DEMOCRACY IN LATIN AMERICA 


IT HANGS BETWEEN US AND 


The postwar period has plainly shown that 
the material happiness of the rest of the world 
largely depends on the export of goods and serv- 
ices from the U.S. As described on this page re- 
cently (Lire, Feb. 17), one of the characteri: 
tics of democracy as a great way of life is that it, 
too, is exportable. There is a strong potential de- 
mand for it wherever men are not dead to the love 
of freedom. By all odds the broadest area open 
to this sales opportunity for U.S. foreign poli- 
cy lies within the 20 republics of Latin Amer- 
ica. 

If we are seriously to tackle the job of fur- 
thering democracy in Latin America, we should 
take heed of the two most elemental rules of 
foreign trade. Rule | requires that the product 
be modified—without, of course, damaging the 

+ basic design—to fit the consignee’s desires and 
needs. We will show littlerespect for Latin Ameri- 
cans by merely trying to dump on them the 
strictly domestic model of our political theories 
and aspirations. For that matter we will not se- 
cure many allies anywhere if we attempt to create 
them only in our own image. Rule 2 in interna- 
tional dealing expects the consignor to know 
and have confidence in the consignee. Without 
this knowledge there is no way of telling either 
how the product should be designed or if it will 
be properly received on arrival. 

To conform to this second rule and get on 
with a job of first importance, the American 
people will have torid themselves of generations 
of ignorance and misconceptions about the peo- 
ple and political dynamics of Latin America. 


What We Don’t Know 


Most Americans who thinkaboutLatin Amer- 
ica at all are likely to think of it as being prac- 
tically next door. We do have a common border 
with Mexico. But the flying time from Chicago 
to Buenos Aires equals the flying time from 
Chicago to Karachi, India. Most Americans 
think of Latin America as a flourishing garden, 
which it is not (for example, only 2% of Co- 
lombia is under cultivation). Most Americans 
think of the common man of Latin America as 
colorful and gay, which he is not (Latin America 
bows only to the Orient in the distressfulness 
of its poverty, illiteracy, infant mortality and 
life expectancy). Worse than our misunderstand. 
ing of these physical and social facts is the 
amount of misinformation lodged in the collec- 
tive American skull on the subject of the nature. 
and spirit of Latin American politics. The ver- 
dant subtropical screen which lies between 
the two cultures seems to act as a sort of ide- 
ological Green Curtain. 

Moat Americans have no better basis for un- 
derstanding the swift changes in regime which 
have characterized much Latin-American hi 
tory than they have for understanding the gov- 
ernmental structure of the Latin-American 
republics. While it is true that the original con- 
stitutions of some Latin-American states echo 
certain phrases and ideals from American and 
French political documents of the 18th Cen- 
tury, the structure of most Latin-American gov- 
ernments is in the main utterly unlike that of 
the USS. or of prewar France, The voting rules 
in Latin America, the selection of the Iegisla- 
tures, the extraordinary fiat of the chief of state, 
the provision for his succession and the choice 
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of his advisers—all these would seem very un- 
familiar to a student of U.S. civics. So would 
the balancing of governmental powers and the 
relationship between the central and local ad- 
ministrations. 

The other historical fallacy commonly held 
by North Americans about Latin Americans is 
that the latter fought their wars of liberation to 
escape intolerable political tyranny and stran- 
gling economic mercantilism from abroad. The 
Spanish colonies did not break with Spain until 
long after it became disastrously clear that the 
tottering Escorial no longer possessed the means 
of governing them. Forunder Spanish rule, harsh 
at times but distant and unsteady, the Spanish 
colonial had at least the illusion that he was en- 
joying the political condition which the Spanish 
spirit uniquely demands: personal and local lib- 
erty, and a strong, effective government—both 
at the same time. Says Cecil Jane, in his Liberty 
and Despotism in Spanish America, “Defective 
as the Spanish system of government in the New 
World was... it was thus not defective in the 
es of those who were primarily concerned.” 


What They Want 


If the histori

behavior is even more so. To understand the 
nature of Spanish-American politics one must 
first understand three things about Spanish 
tradition of caciquismo, or 

lack of opportunity for personal 
advancement outside the state, and, most im. 
portant of all, their inheritance of that brand of 
intemperate idealism peculiar to the Spaniard. 

The Spaniard has always respected the muy 
hombre, the St rong Man, and few languages have 
more names for more different degrees of boss 
than Spanish: jefe, jefecito, cacique, patron, cau- 
dillo, and, more recently, lider. In Spanish Amer- 
ica everybody's heart belongs to some kind of 
daddy, and daddy tells him how to vote. The 
small, medium-sized and big bosses who com- 
mand these constellations of voters may, of 
course, from time to time alter their loyalties 
one to another. This is one factor which gives 
Spanish-American politics an atmosphere of 
impermanence. But caciquismo marches on. 

In Spanish America, where so little wealth 
has been domestically developed from the po- 
tential, there is usually just one jackpot, and 
the government in one way or another controls 
it. For ambitious natures the prize is immensely 
tempting; it has often seemed worth upsetting 
the local ground rules to win it. 

Neither of the above considerations provides 
more than a cynical explanation for the kinetic 
character of Spanish-American politics. In all 
communities which have evolved a political 
consciousness there naturally occurs a conflict 
between the two ideals: the desire for personal 
and local liberty and the desire for a strong ef- 
fective government. In northwestern Europe 
and in North America this political ambivalence 
has been reconciled in a number of ways by a 
number of historic compromises. The Spaniard 
and the Spanish American do not compromise. 
They do not compromise in their domestic or 
spiritual relationships and they do not com- 


promise in politics. The Spanish spirit extrava- 
gantly admires and cherishes both of the two 
great political antipodes. Ferdinand VII, one of 
the most despotic kings who ever ruled Spain, 
was still respected as el mucho rey. On the 
other hand a lot of good people went to their 
deaths in Spain a few years ago in the name of 
democracy, socialism, communism and even 
anarchy. “The difficulty of the problem con- 
fronting the Spanish Americans,” says Jane, 
“may be gathered from the fact that nowhere 
in the world has a solution which would satisfy 
the aspirations of the race been reached.” 
This, of course, may not be true in the fu- 
ture. For the shift of power toward a popula 
base which characterizes 20th Century politics 
has not gone unnoticed in Latin America. Ar- 
gentina achieved a genuine popularly elected 
government in 1916 under Irigoyen. The pres- 
ent predominant party in Peru is led by Haya 
de la Torre, one of the most widely respected lib- 
eralsin Latin America. Someaspects of a popular 
movement are even to be found in the regime 
of Argentina’s Perén and among the Commu- 
nists of Brazil led by Luis Carlos. It will be in- 
teresting to watch the political mutations of 
Latin America in the next half of this century. 


Goal to Gain 


In spite of their mercurial tendencies at home, 
Latin-American political leaders have frequent- 
ly looked very good indeed on the stage of world 
statesmanship. The multiple frontiers of the 
Latin-American nations, plus their heavy de- 
pendence on the rest of the world for trade, have 
produced some internationalists of the first 
order. Almost all Latin America has sent di 
tinguished delegations to the United Nations 
conferences, where it was found that it was not 
hard to do business with men like Aranha of 
Brazil, Padilla of Mexico, Camargo of Colombia 
or Belt of Cuba. 

The business that we have to do with them 
and their people is serious. It goes well be- 
yond the neighborly formula of Franklin Roose- 
velt, “We must prove ourselves their friends 
and champions.” It consists of learning who 
and what the Latin Americans are. After that 
it is a matter of recruiting their deepening in- 
terest in the system of government and living 
that we believe in—as it is and as ‘it can be—in 
whatever way we can and against whatever in- 
ternal or external competition there may be. 
This is not imperialism. It is the proper fan 
tioning of a great power which has the strength 
of its isutrines and which wishes to survive.

Umpire School conrimuco 


THE UMPIRE’S ROLE 


In a most unruly pastime 
he remains an autocrat 


IEN the most famous of all baseball umpires, William 

Klem, was asked whether in his 37 years’ service in the major 

leagues he had ever called a wrong decision, Klem answered that 
he had not. 

It is to be hoped that in George Barr's school for umpires 
this point of view, along with the proper gestures and vocabu- 
lary, will be instilled into the pupils. Such confidence is essen- 
tial to the proper discharge of a unique and important function 
which has been less generally appreciated than it might be. 


In baseball the function of the umpire is not merely that of 
arbiter or judge, like that of the referee in other games. He 
represents also Authority. Dressed for this part in a grim mask 
and a dark suit that contrasts severely with the light uniforms 
of the players and the bright green turf, he roars and bellows, 
struts and frowns and issues the command, “Play ball!” If the 
USS. writers who have expended so much eloquence on exotic 
sports like bullfighting cared to investigate the symbolism of a 
game much readier to hand, they might go considerably fur- 
ther. They could show perhaps that, in baseball's complex ritual, 
based on the mystic numeral three, the umpire represents Fate 
or Destiny, the Harsh Necessity (avéven) of Greek Tragedy. 
They could suggest that the umpire is the Scapegoat King of 
Frazer’s Golden Bough and the Boss or the Dictator of modern 
mythology; and they could investigate why he is sometimes re- 
ferred to as “empire”—perhaps because of an umpirical con- 
fusion of word with concept, or because of his uniform of um- 
perial purple. However while all this may be what makes the um- 

i important, what makes him unique is something else again. 
the reaction which, in the American national game, just 
such an important personage arouses. 

In baseball it is against the rules for the players actually to 
kill or even maim the umpire, but threats to do both are conven- 
tional. Not only the players but also the crowd feels free to re- 
vile him, and it is significant that the crowd does so and gains 
great satisfaction thereby. In the American national game, in 
short, Authority is clearly the villain, tolerated because the game 
could not go on without him but obeyed only under protest. 

Whether this is what makes baseball the national game may 
be debatable, but at least Authority’s role in it is peculiar and 
indigenous. In cricket, for example, there is no raucous antag- 
onism toward the umpire; that would, precisely, not be cricket. In 
Japan baseball is played just as enthusiastically as it is in the U.S. 
But in Japan, where a batter may notrun out an infield grounder 
because it would be poor sportsmanship to profit by the fielder’s 
error, the umpire’s decisions, like MacArthur's, are considered 
unassailable. 


Tn Berlin not longago the Russian member of the Kommanda- 
tura complained because German boys in the American, zone 
were being taught to play baseball and because this, to the Rus- 
sians, looked like some form of militarism. By so complaining, 
the Russians merely betrayed again the limitations of their own 
frame of reference; for the fact is that from their point of view 
they had an even better cause for alarm, although they did not 
know it. 

If Germans or anyone else really learned baseball well enough 
to know how to talk to an umpire, they would have learned a 
lot of other things as well. They would have learned, as Mr. Barr’s 
pupils doubtless do not need to be instructed, that while ex- 
alted confidence like Mr. Klem’s is indeed essential for anyone 
who attempts the role of Destiny, such confidence belongs in 
the hall park; and that even there it should be suspect always, 
heckled often and crowned occasionally with an empty bottle.

THE NEW WORLD 


New book shows how America looked in 16th Century 


Incredible as it may seem in an age which feels that pictorial jour- 
nalism is a product of its own, some of the early explorations of North 
America were covered by eyewitness pictures. The men who made the 
earliest pictorial records of the new land are not well known, and their 
pictures, until very recently, were virtually unheard of. 


Their names were Jacques le Moyne de Morgues, a 
Frenchman, and John White, an Englishman. Le 
Moyne came to America in 1564 with an expedition of 
300 Huguenots who sailed on the day before William 
Shakespeare was born. They explored “Florida,” which 
then included virtually all the southern U.S., and 
planned to prey on Spanish shipping. Actually they 
alternated between begging the remarkably patient 
Indians for food and treacherously betraying their bene- 
factors to enemy tribes in an effort to locate America’s 
fabled treasure. Ultimately they were trapped by Span- 
iards who saw the extinction of Huguenots as their 
sacred duty. Le Moyne was one of the few who escaped. 

John White accompanied Sir Walter Raleigh’s first 
expedition to Virginia in 1585. Working in water col- 
or, White painted on the spot, carefully labeling his

pictures. With him was Thomas Hariot, who brought back to England 
not only crisp, vivid notes but two curious plants that became known 
as potato and tobacco. White brought his daughter to Virginia on a 
later expedition and became the grandfather of Virginia Dare, the 


first child of English parentage born in America. 
Both White's and Le Moyne’s paintings were subse- 
quently reproduced by Theodore de Bry, 16th Cen- 
tury Flemish engraver. All but one of Le Moyne’s origi- 
nals have disappeared. White’s werealmost forgotten in 
the files of the British Museum. This winter Stefan Lor- 
ant, picture editor and scholar (How Lincoln Looked, 
Lire, Feb. 10), published the White water colors and De 
Bry’s engravings of the Le Moyne pictures in a hand- 
some book, The New World (Duell, Sloan & Pearce; 
$20), which includes accounts by contemporary explor- 
ers. The New World, which won the 1946 Carey:Thomas 
Award for creative publishing, gives the U.S. its first 
authentic look into the teeming, game-rich wilderness 
and the Indian villages that were America in the 16th 
Century. On the following pages are White’s paintings 
in color and two De Bry engravings after Le Moyne.

Tired of big studio discipline (and looking for 
higher personal profits), a number of competent 
actors, directors and artists continued to form 
independent companies of their own, assuring a 
more varied and possibly a better output for next 
year. Trends in subject matter stood out as well. 
Homicide, always popular, became an obsession 
with the movies in 1946, and thrillers that racked 
up less than four or five murders before the final 
fade-out seemed almost sissified. Movie killers were 
no longer drawn exclusively from the ranks of gang- 
sters, however. Hollywood’s sudden discovery of 
psychology late in 1945 meant that any character 
in a film might turn out to be an undiscovered ma- 
niac. Regular moviegoers were confronted by a pro-

James Stewart, on the other hand, had 
his best role ever in It’s a Wonderful Life, which, 
along with The Yearling, was a big, heart-warming 
event for the family trade. Only one significant 
new star appeared during the year. He was James 
Mason, a sharp-tongued cat-lover from England 
who seemed to find sensual pleasure in being mean 
to pretty ladies in somber movies like The Seventh 
Veil and The Man in Grey. 

From England, in fact, came the most important 
motion-picture news of the year: that somewhere 
in the world existed competition for Hollywood. 
Backed by the apparently limitless capital in the 
hands of J. Arthur Rank (Lire, Oct. 8, 1946) but 
still short of big stars, the British movie industry 
was as yet no threat to American supremacy. Just 
the same, Hollywood magnates felt embarrassed 
when it turned out that England, with a tenth of 
Hollywood’s capacity, contributed about a third of 
the first-rate movies released in the last year.

Last month 
even the executives at 
brass-heavy M-G-M, the 
movies’ richest studio, 
could hear the ominous 
whistling of the budg- 
etary ax. 

Since movie-going is 
as much a national ha- 
bit of the U.S. as auto- 
mobiling and tooth- 
brushing, there was no 
danger of disaster. But the movies had still failed, 
save in exceptional cases, to rise above mere enter- 
tainment into the domain of art and culture. Movie- 
making remained an earthbound marriage between 
art and commerce, with censorship playing the 
shrewish mother-in-law. Hollywood had a firm grip 
onthe untutored millions who arereally never dissat- 
isfied with any movie, but the discriminating were 
still amazed that an industry with such vast resour- 
ces at its command produced so few good pictures.

worldwide. When a Tokyo newspaper, 
fired by the current Japanese desire to 
imitate all things American, recently 
conducted a Gallup poll of its own on 
religion’s importance, an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the capital’s inhabit- 
ants answered that religion is indis- 
pensable, that religious instruction 
should be given in the public schools 
and that religious institutions are nec- 
essary for the moral health of the na- 
tion. An equally overwhelming major- 
ity acknowledged that they never enter 


of progress led to the edge of the 
abyss? Or is there yet some remedy 
for man’s folly, some light amid the 
encircling gloom which, if he follows 
it, will bring him back into communal 
kinship with his fellows and his world? Is man a slave of blind economic 
‘ determinisms or is the world a testing ground for the powers of spiritual 
forces in which moral law operates as inexorably as physical law? Such are 
the questions which, with countless variations, thoughtful minds in to- 
day's world are asking. And as they ask, the impulse to religion revives. 
hen the present century opened the religious skeptics, the economic 
and physical determinists seemed to be sweeping the field of intelligent 
thoughts They are still strong today. The U.N. has just chosen as the direc- 
tor of its Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization Julian Huxley, 
who declares, “'I do not believe in God, because I think the idea has ceased 
to be a useful hypothesis.” And in England last summer the universities 
united to publish an exposition of The Use of History, written by A.L. 
Rowse of All Souls, Oxford (English Universities Press), which dismissed 
man’s speculation with the sweeping declaration, “The idea of God has been 
rendered superfluous.” The source and sponsorship of that pronouncement 
suffice to indicate that if there is a visible return to religion there are still 
many entitled to a respectful hearing who have not joined the march. 

Yet today, as we approach the middle of the century, the most casual 
survey of what is going on in the contemporary world will disclose new 
stirrings of interest in religion. Man's desperation, his search for firm ground 
on which to stand in a world of shadowy standards and dissolving morali- 
ties, impels him with new longing to explore the possibilities of a spiritual 
interpretation of reality. Every- 
where, among all races, in all 
cultures, men’s searching 
hands are stretching out to 
touch the portals of a new 
world of faith, . 

To those who carefully exam- 
ine this new stirring, however, 
a paradox immediately presents 
itself, At the very time when 
man has new respect for the 
claims of a spiritual interpre- 
tation of life, the institutional 
forms of religion are plagued

temples, shrines or churches! Similar 
answers would probably be obtained 
in almost any large city in the world 
except in Russia. 

England presents a striking contrast 
between the dwindling influence of the churches and the intense interest 
shown by all sections of the population in the BBC talks on religion by C.S. 
Lewis. Lewis, an Oxford don who leaped to fame with his Screwtape Letters, 
became Britain’s most discussed broadeaster, with his genial and satiric at- 
tacks on materialist philosophies. But this layman commandsa hearing which 
no bishop and no priest can approach. Any candid churchman will testify 
that the generation of Britons w fought the war and the generation 
now following into maturity are not in the churches. A report adopted last 
year by the Church of England declared that the work of the churches must 
now start from the premise that Britain “is a pagan nation.” 

In Germany the churches, when confronted by the test of the Hitler- 
Rosenberg paganism, made a far better record than any of the Reich’s other 
institutions. When Einstein wrote that the churches had furnished the only 
important internal defiance until Nazism was face to face with defeat, he 
paid them a deserved tribute. Many expected that because of this record the 
end of the war would be followed by a spectacular burgeoning of new life in 
the German churches. Nothing of the sort has taken place. The churches 
have tried vigorously to restore their shattered parishes. They have given ef- 
fective aid to the war destitute, to returning prisoners, and to those of Ger- 
man descent forced to migrate from other parts of Europe. They have shown 
a new concern for the moral soundness of government, and they have not 
hesitated to protest against injustices and mistakes in the policies of the 

occupation. TheGerman people 
know all this, and they respect 
it. Moreover they have been 
tragically instructed in theruin 
to which worship of secular 
gods can lead. But thereisnoev- 
idence of any considerable rise 
in church membership. As a 
matter of fact the churches in 
postwar Germany give the im- 
pression of being caught in a 
desperate struggle for survival. 

In the Latin nations the posi- 
tion is somewhat different. Not 
for decades has the Roman 
Catholic Church exercised the 
political power and social in- 
fluence which it wields today 
in Italy, France, Spain and 
Portugal.

the relationship between the Franco and Salazar governments and 
the church is so close that such opposition as there is centers 
attack on the alleged clericalism of the regime. Likewise in these 
countries a revived Catholic movement, most productive in France, 
is compelling a new attention in intellectual circles for the anti- 
materialist position. Nevertheless the church is apprehensive at 
the spread of Communism among the Latin masses. So much in 
danger does the papacy feel that the Vatican has adopted a belliger- 
ence without parallel since the days of Pius IX. One distinctly 
feels, when visiting the papal city-state these days, the tension of a 
citadel under siege. 

The story does not differ in the regions of the Orthodox Church, 
To be sure, considerations of state policy have restored the church 
in Russia to good standing, but, while the churches are filled, one 
seldom sees young people i in them. Current political contests in 
Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Greece give support of the church there a 
special political ‘signific cance. Those who attend the churches in the 
Communist-ruled states do so mainly as a means of registering 
their opposition to the Red regimes, while in Greece they do so to 
show support for the monarchy and conservative politics. 

Of course this is not the whole story. In some ways the Christian 
churches have come out of the war stronger than they entered it, 
For instance there is a stronger consciousness of worldwide unity 
in Roman Catholicism today than ever before in modern times. 
Whatever one may think of the means employed, the churches of 
Eastern Orthodoxy are more closely linked than they have been 
for generations. Protestantism is struggling as never before for in- 
terdenominational and international unity. Yet while these things 
are true, they do not_alter the fact that institutional religion has 
little influence over the masses and over contemporary social or- 
ders and agencies. 

Nor is this situation confined to Christendom. Among the world’s 
surviving Jews a mounting devotion to Zionism is being accompa- 
nied by a relative weakening of the synagogue. “Communalism” 
the struggle between Hindus and Moslems—is the vital issue in 
India. Yet here again the motivating factor is political rather than 
religious. In China the sight of temples falling into decay, their 
courtyards weed-grown while the paint peels from their images and 
inscriptions, has become so common that a temple in a decent state 
of repair is a matter for comment. In China, also, there is a large 
gap between the number of Chinese who have come under Chris- 
n influence in mission schools and the small proportion of these 
who are active members of the Christian churches. The Soong fam- 
ily, for example, is known around the world as a““Christian”’ family. 
But it would be interesting to know when a member of this family 
last attended a Chinese Christian church. 

Such is the universal paradox—man under such terror of the 
future that he is turning with new openness of mind to a spiritual 
interpretation of life, while the churches are less and less able to 
command the active loyalty of the masses. 


The growing roots of faith 


IHESE are conditions which lie on the surface, however. There 

are deeper facts about the current religious situation, and 
hence more important ones. They show unmistakably the signs of 
man’s developing spiritual concern. 

It would be naive to expect, in this day, the “God-intoxication” 
of a 17th Century Spinoza. But the pull exerted on the modern 
mind by the mystery of the immaterial is to be found in novelists 
like Maugham, Waugh, Aldous Huxley and Silone, in poets like 
Eliot, ‘Auden and Claudel, in essay like Charles Morgan, Ber- 
dyaev and Bernanos, in the proceedings of such a gathering as the

recent congress of European philosophers at Geneva (Lire, Oct. 
14), in the theater’s repeated efforts to plumb the depths of a St. 
Joan and even in the box-office-impelled tribute which Hol 
pays to the naive faith of a Bernadette. 

‘The church is today producing its most searching theological 
thinking since Thomas Aquinas and Calvin. One doubts whether 
America has ever nurtured a theologian whose capacity for ana- 
lyzing the superficialities of life and the needs of the future equals 
that of the contemporary Reinhold Niebuhr. Catholic thought has 
leaped into the very center of the world’s cultural c1 with the 
work of Jacques Maritain. A whole school of searching specula- 
tion has sprung from Continental Protestantism, much of its vigor 
originating in the Swedish Church but disclosing its most import- 
ant figure in Karl Barth. Barth, a Swiss theologian, was driven from 
his faculty post at Bonn by the Nazis. His sweeping rejection of the 
claims of any sort of “natural” religion, his insistence on man’s de- 
pendence on the mercy’of a God who can be known only through 
lis supernatural self-revelation—which is to be found in His 
“Word,” largely transmitted through the Bible—mesh with a bold- 
ness in public affairs that yesterday made him one of Europe’s most 
powerful opponents of Nazism and today one of its leading advo- 
cates of cooperation with the Russians. 

Along Sith tnié iatellactual renaiesatis ‘e goes recovery from the 
awe which at the turn of the rn rel ligion exhibited 
toward the claims of science. Dazzling achievements in penetrating 
the secrets of the physical universe, coupled with the work of 
Freud and his disciples in exploring the motivations of human 
thought and action, had cast a debilitating spell over the whole 
world of faith. Sometimes the j 
scientific discoveries, as in the “Bible belts,” and thus to stigmatize 
religion as intellectual obscurantism. Sometimes it was to afflict 
the-clergy with a mistrust that made them afraid to speak until they 
could buttress their words with the magic formula, “ ys 
In either case the loss of religious authority became equally 
inevitable. 

Within the past dozen years this hesitation has all but disap- 
peared, Physical scientists now find their world of energy resting 
on foundations that sound more and more metaphy 
new description, and psychiatrists acknowledge a welcome affini 
between the results of their research and the insights voiced by 
religion 3,000 years ago. ‘The contribution of science to the under- 
standing of the physical and the psychic is no longer feared. Indeed 
it is welcomed. Re-establishment of the paramount authority of 
religion in the determination of values, and the importance of that 
determination to the living of a rewarding life has freed religion 
from its post-Victorian inferiority complex. 

Likewise there is evident a new sense of social responsibility. 
Old jibes about the indifference of religion to anything except 
preparing its devotees for a blissful afterlife no longer have much 
point. The “pie in the sky” allegation looks pretty silly when set 
down alongside, let us say, the Quadragesimo Anno encyclical of 
Pius XI or the Social Creed of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America. Such a declaration as “religion is responsible for 
the character of civilization,” which first began to gain wide cur- 
rency among Western churchmen not more than 20 or 30 years 
ago, carries far-reaching implications. It leads, for example, to the 
Christian Socialist parties that are playing important roles in the 
rehabilitation of Europe and to the influence which, at San Fran- 
cisco and subsequently, Catholic, Protestant and Jewish bodies 
have combined to wield in winning American popular support for 
the United Nations. Even in such debatable fields as race relations 
and industrial disputes, where the penalties for adopting an un- 
popular course are sure to be severe, this new sense of social 
responsibility is pushing the churches toward increasing attempts 
at intervention,

Frequently these projections of the activity of organized religion 
into regions hitherto regarded as “secular,” and hence out-of- 
bounds, raise problems which church leaders themselves would 
sooner avoid. Take the issue of separation of church and state as 
an illustration. Most American churchmen will insist that this is 
one of their most cherished national principles. Protestants have 
tried to claim it as peculiarly their own, but Al Smith, when a can- 
didate for President, insisted that it is equally cherished by Ameri- 
can Catholics, (It has never had much standing in either Protestant 
or Catholic Europe.) But the attempt to draw a line between church 
and state becomes increasingly difficult as the Federal Council of 
Churches, the National Catholic Welfare Conference and the Cen- 
tral Conference of American Rabbis find more and more in the work 
of the legislative and executive branches of government on which 
they believe it their duty to pass “the judgment of religion.” 


The rediscovery of moral law 


i 
assurance with which i 
of moral law. Contemporary civilization is desperately 
sick with ethical relativism. The “lost generation” of 
gerald and Ernest Hemingway, which dragged mankind from the 
tragedy of 1914 to the catastrophe of 1939, was lost from the hour 
when it could no longer distinguish between good and evil, when it 
tried to sneer the whole moral problem out of court as nothing 
more than conyentional custom. When ethics lapsed into the 
fashionable or the expedient, Hitler followed as the night the day. 
But the very rise of the relativistic ethics of totalitarianism has 
brought religion into the lists as the champion of moral law. In one 
statement after another, Pius XII and his predecessor have 
insisted on obedience to the moral law as the only salvation for 
man and society. American Protestants, meeting to consider the 
requirements of a just and lasting peace, affirmed, “We believe 
that moral law, no less than physical law, undergirds our world. 
There is a moral order which is fundamental and eternal, and 
which is relevant to the corporate life of man and the ordering 
of human society. If mankind is to escape chaos and recurrent 
war, social and political institutions must be brought into con- 
formity with this moral order.” Gandhi, appealing for peace be- 
tween the Hindus and Moslems of India, rests his whole case on 
the moral law. 

‘That there are difficulties in the application of the moral law to 
the particular circumstances of the contemporary world, every 
thoughtful religious leader knows. But religion becomes of new 
moment in an age threatened with social disintegration when it 
declares that unshakable moral standards exist, that human des- 
tiny hangs on man’s attitude toward these standards and that it is 
the business of man and all his institutions to try to bring all the 

ivities of life into conformity with these principles. 

Evidence of awakened vigor in the world of faith is not confined 
to Christendom. Most of the ethnic faiths are feeling new inner 
stirrings. Among Moslems this aroused religious consciousness is 
primarily political in source. With the Arab League emerging as a 
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THE PATRIARCH ALEXEI OF MOSCOW, head of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, is an object lesson for those Western religious leaders who hope that 
Christianity can find a modus vivendi with Communism. His church, existing 
by sufferance of an atheistic, totalitarian state, takes its orders from the state. 
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factor of major political importance and the Palestine imbroglio 
furnishing a propaganda issue for Moslems from Egypt to the bor- 
ders of India, the sense of religious community, of the importance 
of being a Moslem and belonging among the faithful of Islam, is im- 
mensely heightened. 

In India, likewise, there are signs of a newly vital religious inter- 
est. Gandhi’s influence accounts for much of thi ie insist- 
ence of the mahatma and his followers on reforms in Hinduism has 
provoked a corresponding stirring among Indian Moslems. Again 
the motive is primarily political, but the effect in enhancing the 
communal importance of religion is undeniable. Among other 
things this is producing a drive by both Hindus and Moslems to do 
away with the social ostracism of the 70,000,000 untouchables and 
to incorporate them fully in Hindu or Moslem communities. Dr. 
B. R. Ambedkar, most widely known outcaste leader, has proposed 
a mass movement from Hinduism to Islam. Hinduism is not blind 
to what the effect of this would be. Not only are numbers of Hindu 
temples and Hindu communal wells, in response to Gandhi's exhor- 
tations, being opened to the “depressed classes,” but massive new 
temples are being built in which is taught a Hinduism purified of ani- 
mistic corruptions, where the doors stand open to the outcastes. 
In New Delhi, for example, alongside the massive houses of govern- 
ment rise the gleaming white walls of the new Lakshmi-Narayan 
Temple, one of four such temples built at enormous cost in as many 
cities by the industrialist G. D. Birla, who frequently acts as Gand- 


Sikh Gurus as well as to Lord Krishna. It rejects all caste distine- 
tions. It proclaims that “God is one,” that “Soul isimperishable” and 
that the worship of religious images is only a technique employed in 
“the kindergarten stage in the spiritual life of a man” to bring him 
to the point where he can “subdue his mind by yogic practices and 
acquire true knowledge of self.” Young Hindus who had drifted 
away from the religious practices of their fathers are flocking back 
into the Lakshmi-Narayan Temple and its counterparts. 

Even in Japan, where defeat has brought widespread disillusion 
with traditional religious forms, officials of the Allied military oc- 
cupation report a rapid growth in certain Shinto sects whose teach- 
ings almost parallel those of Christian Science. One Buddhist 
authority predicts that the rigors through which Buddhism is pass- 
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ing wil lead to an inner regeneration by means of which that faith 
ill regain a power among the Japanese masses that it all but lost in 
the later stages of the purportedly divine monarchy. 

Judaism is a special and debatable case. There can be no ques- 
tion that among Jews there is greater consciousness of their “Jew- 
ishness” than existed in the pre-Hitler world. Zionism has become 
one of today’s most explosive issues. Beneath and within Zionism 
surges an unmistakable mystical fervor. Yet the Zionists who have 
settled in Palestine are in most cases secularistic in outlook. Few 
of their communal settlements encourage any form of formal re- 
ligious observance. The Marxism of many Zionist immigrants is 
rigidly orthodox in its adherence to the dictum that “Religion is 
the opiate of the people.” If, therefore, Zionism is to be regarded as 
a new blossoming of the religious faith of Israel, this must be un- 
derstood in terms of its spirit and its hidden motivations rather 
than of any eagerness for resurrection of the authority of syna- 
gogue and rabbinate. 


The challenge of Communism 


HE inescapable challenge which beyond all others confronts 
Tie world of faith today arises out of Communism. Within 30 
years, more than a fifth of the world’s habitable land has passed 
under Communist rule or guidance. Fanatic Communist parties 
are grasping for power all over Europe and in many parts of Asia 
and Latin America. Communism is officially atheist. The Comin- 
tern declared in 1928, “The ultimate aim of the Communist Inter- 
national is to replace world capitalist economy by a world system 
of Communism. . t will bury forever all mysticism, religion, 
prejudice and superstition, ...” That pronouncement has never been 
modified. Yet Communism, with its unflagging zeal for converts, 
seems to be as much a religion as a system of politics and economics. 

Communists scorn Bich an interpretation. They hold that theirs 
is simply a “scientific” application of the teachings of history to 
the problems of man’s livelihood and social organization. Not only 
a scientific system of government but the se such system. Re- 
ligion in all its forms they lump, as in the quotation from the Com- 
intern program, with superstition. It is something designed to 
deaden the masses to their exploitation at the hands of capitalist 
masters. Yet Communism reproduces the characteristic marks of 
organized religion more faithfully than do many of the churches. 
It has its sacred scriptures, its inspired revelators, its dogma, its 
heresy trials, its excommunications, its saints, its martyrs, its 
demonology, its ruling hierarchy, its pope, its consecrated priest- 
hood, its missionaries, its proselyting passion, its initiatory vows, its 
sacred shrines, its apocalyptic future to compensate for a grim pres- 
ent. Save in the purposes for which they exist, there is little differ- 
ence between the international of the Kremlin and of the Vatican, 
And in the spirit which inspires Communists there is a limitless 
devotion and often a concern for human salvation that can hardly 
be understood except as the oblation of a religious zealot. 

Thus understood, Communism and Christianity become the great 
rival faiths of this desperate time. Theirs is a struggle for men’s 
souls. Hence the Pope is right in calling Communism the supreme 
enemy of Christianity, and the American bishops he sent to Japan 
last summer were consistent when they proposed common action 
with Buddhists to oppose the Communist advance. Contemplating 
the fate of Western Europe from the Vatican today, Pius XII must 
feel in an advanced and beleaguered citadel. After all Trieste is 
hardly more than an hour’s bomber flight from Vatican City. 

Many religious leaders in the West, apprehensive at the possible 
results of the implacable opposition to Communism proclaimed by 
the Pope and responsive to the humanitarian goals that are avowed 
aims of Communist society, shrink from facing the reality of this 
challenge. In some way they apparently believe the differences can 
be transcended, the tensions resolved and Communism and Chris- 
tianity find a way to live together in peace and mutual regard. 

Yet the fact is that Christianity believes one thing about the 
nature of the universe, and Communism believes the opposite.

Christianity believes one thing 
about man’s destiny, and Communism believes the opposite. Chris- 
tianity believes one thing about the nature of morality and the 
basis of ethics, and Communism believes the opposite. Christianity 
believes one thing about the primary goals of life, and Communism 
believes the opposite. 

Under these circumstances, how can there be any true accom- 
modation or even a prolonged truce between these two faiths—un- 
less, that is, one or the other modifies its nature and creed? The 
unlikelihood of that prospect points to the conclusion that as Com- 
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munism spreads—if it continues to spread—the tension between 
it and religion will grow. However distasteful the fact, Christianity 
needs to realize that it is just at the beginning, and not nearing the 
end of its struggle with this materialistic faith. 

This is by no means to suggest that the Communist challenge in- 
dicates a weakening of Christianity. The police character of the 
Communist state when experienced in actual practice, the help- 
lessness of the individual in the hands of a totalitarian order, the 
mocking meaning which is attached to terms like “freedom” and 
“democracy” and “virtue” within a Communist society—such 
things are ending the religious indifference of thousands of Euro- 
peans. They account for the spectacular rise of the “Christian” 
political parties. In this sense a militant Communism may prove to 
be the awakener of new religious loyalties, the welcome execu- 
tioner of a stultifying period of religious indifferentism and 
formalism. 

Yesterday's accusation that religion is the servant of reaction 
no longer carries conviction. True, there are sorry pages in the 
record of man’s past when religion has been that. And there are 
spots where a timid and tradition-bound ecclesiasticism still sup- 
ports an outworn order. Who would deny it? But in this world in 
which we now find ourselves— 


as on a darkling plain 
Swept with confused alarms o strug and flight, 
Where ignorant armies clash by night. 
—it is not everywhere or characteristically so. Did religion serve 
Hitler’s reaction? Does Clement Attlee see in it a servant of reac- 
tion when he says that the British Labor party is animated by the 
socialism of the New Testament, more than of Marx? Is it a reac- 
tionary influence in the awakening East? What is the implication 
when Teactionary interests in the U.S. launch costly propaganda 
campaigns to curb the “meddling” of religion? No, religion can no 
longer be dismissed as a force facing backward. 

But is it a force that will open the way by which mankind can go 
forward? Man nears the climactic crisis of his desperation, Not all 
the jaunty words of the generals and admirals can exorcise Hiro- 
shima. The atomic bomb is a reality; its magnification without 
moral controls is a promise of obliteration. As W. H. Auden puts it: 

The subatomic gulfs confront our lives 
With the cold stare of their eternal silence. 

Where is man to find the way of escape from this terror which 
he himself has fashioned? Through politics? Observe the United 
Nations organization! Through science? Observe the consterna- 
tion of the atomic physicists! Through his technics? Observe the 
mounting carnage on the battlefields of industry! Then will man 
find the way through religion? Who can tell? But it is worth re- 
membering that it was not a bishop or a priest but a vietorious gen 
eral in the hour of his victory who stepped on the deck of the bat- 
tleship Missouri to warn a listening wo cid: “We have had our last 
chance. . . . The problem {of survival} basically is theological and 
involves a spiritual recrudescence.”
